i. Two Oberreferenten (section chiefs) of the IA Chemie had been commissioned to 
investigate the prices (Preisbildung) of THI (low temperature hydrogenation) 
paraffin in the Zeite (H 52/K 08) SAG Plant because s then the paraffin is sold 
at the current price of 800 castnarks per ton, the Soviet Zone Finance Inistry 
has to pay the plant a subsidy of 5)0 castrarks per ton, The subsidy adds 
up to 10.3 million marks annually for about 20,000 tons of TTH paraffin, A sub~ 
sidy of 360 eastnerks per ton is necessary for an acditional 10,000 tons of paraf. 
fin, and this means anothcor 3.6 million eastmarls annually. This situation 
caused the cormetent agencies of the Finance Vinistry to arranze an investigation 
of the SAG plant. The authorization to enter the plant on 25 Septeriber 1950 was 
obtained with creat difficulty with the assistance of the Property Administration 
of the Wéissensee SAG Plant, However » the investigation had to be suspended on 
2 October 1950, because the Soviet Administration of the Zeitz Plant refused to 
reveal to the inspection team all the details required. Tho results of the ine
